O St. Albert city council votes to consider restrictions on overnight 
stays in store parking lots O Focus is Wal-Mart in north end of city 


Campers who like to stop for the 
night at a Wal-Mart parking lot 
may not be able to do such a thing 
so easily next summer in St. 
Albert. 

The city is looking at ways to 
place restrictions on staying 
overnight in store parking lots. 

Mayor Nolan Crouse brought 
forward the motion to look into 
tightening up bylaws last week. 

“His concern seems to be this 
is something that could grow and 
(could) become an issue for the 
community,” Coun. Malcolm 
Parker said yesterday. 

Crouse is concerned about the 
unsightly view, as well as the fact 
the city has campground space 
available. 

Most Wal-Mart stores in North 
America allow overnight stays, 
though there are websites listing 
individual stores and municipal¬ 
ities that don’t. 


“We’re still allowing RVs, that’s 
as far as I’ll say,” a St. Albert store 
spokesperson said yesterday. 

Parker said he would have to 
hear a good reason why campers 
shouldn’t be able to set up before 
voting to ban overnight parking, 
but he is interested in restricting 
those that tend to stay longer. 

City resident Jeanne, who did¬ 
n’t want to give her last name, 
said she has camped in Wal-Mart 
lots across the U.S. 

“But to be here consistently is 
not cool,” she said, pointing to 
one RV that she says has been 
parked at the Wal-Mart all win¬ 
ter. 

But to others, it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. 

“When you’re driving down 
the main road, you don’t really 
see them,” said shopper Laurie 
Roehr.

Strike looming for 
Canada Post staffers 

O Local union leader says proposed wage cuts will drive down pay in other

The Edmonton Public 
School Board presented a 
proposed budget last week, 
which includes cutting 229 
teaching positions and 115 
non-teaching ones. 


The Catholic board is ex¬ 
pected to hand down its 
budget June 14. 

“This is the same thing 
they have done day in and 
day out, year after year after 
year,” NDP MLA Rachel Not- 
ley said. “It’s going to hurt 
our kids, that’s what it’s go¬ 
ing to come down to. It’s go¬ 
ing to hurt our future.” 

Liberal MLA Hugh Mac¬ 
Donald places the blame 
squarely on the shoulders 
of the current government. 

“Small class sizes do 
make a difference,” he said. 
“I scratch my head almost 
weekly on where we are 
spending our money.”

Obama tours twister-ravaged Joplin 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma pivoted from diploma¬ 
cy on the world stage to 
the intimate and delicate 
domestic task of acting as 
healer-in-chief as he came 
to Joplin, Mo., yesterday 
to tour the devastation 
wrought by a monster tor¬ 
nado. 

Air Force One swept 
over a massive swath of 
brown as far as the eye 
could see — a landscape 
of flattened houses and 
stripped trees on its ap¬ 


proach. 

Obama returned Satur¬ 
day from a six-day Euro¬ 
pean tour of Ireland, 
Britain, France and 
Poland. 

He was visiting sur¬ 
vivors and the bereaved 
from the worst tornado in 
decades, which tore 
through Joplin a week ago 
leaving more than 130 
dead and hundreds more 
injured. At least 40 re¬ 
main unaccounted for, 
and the damage is mas¬ 


sive. 

Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon 
greeted Obama on the tar¬ 
mac before they set out 
for their first stop, a walk¬ 
ing tour of a destroyed 
neighbourhood. A memo¬ 
rial service later was 
punctuating a day of re¬ 
membrance and toil as 
authorities pressed on 
with the tasks of poking 
through wreckage and 
identifying the dead. 

After touring destroyed 
neighbourhoods in the 


city of 50,000 in south¬ 
western Missouri, he took 
time to speak at the me¬ 
morial service being held 
by local clergy and Nixon. 
He offered federal assis¬ 
tance as well as his own 
condolences. 

Such moments can 
help define a president, 
but habitually even-tem¬ 
pered Obama is more apt 
to offer handshakes and 
hugs than tears and deep 
emotion.

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PMO denies border talk 

O Leaders did not discuss 1967 boundaries, spokesman says amid glowing 
Israeli report O Harper sidesteps questions on the issue at G8 summit 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper did not discuss the 
G8 summit with his Is¬ 
raeli counterpart, Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu, a 
Harper spokesman says. 

The statement by Dim¬ 
itri Soudas, Harper’s com¬ 
munications director, 
appears to contradict a re¬ 
port in the Israeli newspa¬ 
per Haaretz that 
Netanyahu phoned Harp¬ 
er before the summit to 
ask him to block G8 sup¬ 
port for a Palestinian 
state based on 1967 bor¬ 
ders. 

Soudas said yesterday 
in an email to The Canadi¬ 
an Press that Harper did 
speak to “various leaders 
in the last few days, in¬ 
cluding the Israeli prime 
minister as well as the 
head of the Arab League.” 

But he added “there 
was no G8 discussion with 


Prime Minister Ne¬ 
tanyahu.” 

“The PM’s views are 
long-standing and well 
known on the Middle East 
process towards a two- 
state solution,” Soudas 
said while Harper was vis¬ 
iting Greece after the G8 
summit in France. 

“Canadian policy on 
these issues is long-stand¬ 
ing. It’s important that 
any statement on the Mid¬ 
dle East always have bal¬ 
anced references to the 
various positions and the 
G8 statement is a bal¬ 
anced statement.” 

In a speech this month, 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma said talks between the 
Palestinians and Israel 
should be based on 1967 
borders that existed be¬ 
fore the Six Day War in 
which Israel occupied 
East Jerusalem, the West 


Bank and Gaza. 

Haaretz said Israel was 
particularly concerned 
about the border proposal 
because at least seven of 
the eight G8 countries 
supported including it in 
the summit declaration. 

The G8’s final declara¬ 
tion issued Friday did not 
include any mention of 
borders in Israel-Palestine 
peace talks. 

The Haaretz report said 
Netanyahu told Harper 
that mentioning the bor¬ 
der issue would be detri¬ 
mental to Israeli interests 
and a reward to the Pales¬ 
tinians. 

As the summit conclud¬ 
ed, media reports cited 
diplomats in saying the 
1967 border proposal was 
omitted from the G8 
statement because of ob¬ 
jections from Canada.

Term nixed 


One of the ironies of the 
election that finally deliv¬ 
ered the Conservatives a 
majority government on 
May 2 is that it appears to 
have vanquished the 
“Harper Government.”

Malta votes ‘yes’ to divorce 

O Nation has long Catholic traditions, church’s influence on citizens is still 
significant O Turnout stood at around 72 per cent, low by Maltese standards 


Malta — a tiny, staunchly 
Catholic Mediterranean is¬ 
land — has voted in favour 
of legalizing divorce, ac¬ 
cording to the results of a 
referendum. 

Malta is the last remain¬ 
ing European Union nation 
that bans divorce. But what 
had been billed as a historic 
referendum has ushered in 
a “new Malta,” according to 
a leading politician. 

Yesterday’s final results 


of the polling the day be¬ 
fore showed that 52.67 per 
cent of people voted in 
favour of divorce, according 
to the Times of Malta. 

Prime Minister Lawrence 
Gonzi, who had cam¬ 
paigned against divorce, 
said parliament would re¬ 
spect the will of the people 
in the nonbinding referen¬ 
dum and work on legisla¬ 
tion to legalize divorce. 

“Even though the result 


is not what I wished for, 
now it is our duty to see 
that the will of the majority 
is respected,” Gonzi said in 
a televised speech reported 
by the newspaper. 

The issue has been hotly 
debated and allegiances 
went beyond party lines. 

“This is a conservative 
society, but Maltese still live 
like Europeans. This regu¬ 
larizes their lives,” said ana¬ 
lyst Saviour Balzan, whose 


newspaper, Malta Today, 
had campaigned in favour 
of the legalization of di¬ 
vorce. “It gives a new life¬ 
line to hundreds of people.” 

Balzan also said the “yes” 
victoiy makes Malta more 
European. 

“Divorce is not an obliga¬ 
tion for a member state, 
but it brings us closer to Eu¬ 
rope,” he told The Associat¬ 
ed Press.

Environmental and fund¬ 
ing concerns are adding 
years to the construction 
of an Arctic naval port 
considered crucial to en¬ 
forcing Canadian control 
of the Northwest Passage.

“Construction work at 
the Nanisivilc Naval Facili¬ 
ty will begin in 2013,” said 
a defence department 
spokesman in an email. 
“It is forecasted that the 
(facility) will be opera¬ 
tional in 2016.”

Deadly veggie 
outbreak spreads 
across Europe 

Spanish vegetables suspect¬ 
ed of contamination with a 
potentially deadly bacteria 
are being recalled from 
stores in Austria and the 
Czech Republic to prevent 
the spread of a deadly out¬ 
break, officials said yester¬ 
day. 

The death toll from the 
bacteria rose to at least 10 
people, and hundreds 
across Europe have been 
sickened. 

Czech authorities said 
120 organic Spanish cu¬ 
cumbers were being pulled 
off shelves while their 
counterparts in neighbour¬ 
ing Austria announced that 
“small amounts” of cucum¬ 
bers, as well as tomatoes 
and eggplants, were being 
removed from 33 stores. 

The Austrian Agency for 
Health and Food Safety said 
it was informed by a Euro¬ 
pean Union warning sys¬ 
tem that two German 
companies had issued an 
immediate recall and sales 
ban of cucumbers, toma¬

Archaeologists recovered 
the first anchor from 
what’s believed to be the 
wreck of the pirate Black- 
beard’s flagship off the 
North Carolina coast Fri¬ 
day, a move that might 
change plans about how 
to save the rest of the al¬ 
most 300-year-old 
artifacts from the central 
part of the ship. 

Divers had planned to 
recover the second- 
largest artifact on what’s 
believed to be the Queen 
Anne’s Revenge but dis¬ 
covered it was too well- 
attached to other items 
in the ballast pile, said 
project manager Mark 
Wilde-Ramsing. Instead, 
they pulled up another 
anchor that is the third- 
largest artifact and likely 
was the typical anchor 
for the ship. 

Apparently, pirates 
had everyday anchors 
and special anchors just 
as the rest of us have 
everyday dishes and good 
china. 

In 1717, Blaclcbeard 
captured a French slave 
ship and renamed it 
Queen Anne’s Revenge. 
Blaclcbeard, whose real 
name was widely 
believed to be Edward 
Teach or Thatch, settled 
in Bath, N.C., and 
received a governor’s par¬ 
don.

Case of mummy 
smuggling 
wrapped up 

The shipping label said the mailed 
package contained replicas of 
Peruvian ceramics. An X-ray machine 
used by customs agents discovered it 
really held three skulls and a mummy 
more than 2,000 years old. 

Authorities said Friday the package 
was intercepted at Argentina’s central 
post office, and an Argentine citizen 
who was waiting for the shipment has 
been detained as part of an investiga¬ 


tion into illegal trading in ancient cul¬ 
tural artifacts. 

Officials speculated the package 
would have been relayed to a museum 
or a private collector in Europe, where 
such old bones are in demand because 
of the blankets and other woven ma¬ 
terial that surround ancient South 
American mummies. 

A preliminaiy evaluation by 
Argentina’s national archaeology in¬ 
stitute determined the bones are from 
the pre-Inca Paracas culture on Peru’s 
coast, and date from between the 7th 
and 3rd centuries BC, officials said. 

Last year, Bolivian police foiled a 
similar mummy mailing enterprise 
and detained a woman who tried to 
send a Peruvian mummy to France.

I f you have a mind for 
science and a heart for 
caring, the future looks 
full of promise. Thanks to 
changing demographics — 
an aging population and 
increased immigration — 
those interested in a career 
in health sciences have a 
wealth of options. 

“The future is bright be¬ 
cause there is always going 
to be a job in health care,” 
says Dr. Jacques Bradwejn, 
Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine at the University 
of Ottawa. As Canadians 
grow older and the popula¬ 
tion becomes more diversi¬ 
fied, he says, the field is 
ripe with opportunity. 

Home health care 

Research shows people re-

cover faster in their own 
homes, and a growing 
number of careers will re¬ 
volve around providing 
that home-based care. 

In fact, experts are pre¬ 
dicting hospitals will be¬ 
come places of training 
rather than treatment, and 
homes will be the place 
where the bulk of care is 
received, says Alelcsandra 
Zecevic, who teaches aging 
and health at the Universi¬ 
ty of Western Ontario. 

Community health services 

Integrated care will be¬ 
come key, creating a need 
for new disciplines such as 
geriatric rehabilitation 
aides with skill sets such as 
nutrition, physiotherapy 
and occupational therapy. 

And there will be more 
collaboration between 
health professionals, says 
Doug Angus, director of the 
PhD Program in Population 
Health at University of Ot¬ 
tawa. Physicians, dieticians, 
physiotherapists and chiro¬ 
practors will need to work 
together in family health¬ 
care teams and community 
health practices. 

Gerontology 

There will be a growing 
need for health-care 
providers who specialize 
in the elderly — from doc¬ 
tors of geriatric medicine, 
to gerontology-focused 
nurses and social workers 
— through programs like 
Grant MacEwan University 
in Edmonton, which offers 
a distance certificate pro¬ 
gram in Post-Basic Nursing 
Practice, and UBC’s Okana¬ 


gan campus two-year Bach¬ 
elor of Social Work Aging 
Specialization. 

Holistic health 

A growing immigrant pop¬ 
ulation will bring more op¬ 
portunities. With different 
backgrounds come differ¬ 
ent requirements. One ex¬ 
ample, Angus says, is 
Vancouver General Hospi¬ 
tal, which deals with a 
large Asian population and 
is combining Eastern and 
Western approaches to 
medicine. Mainstream 
health science programs, 
like that at University of 
Western Ontario, now ex¬ 
pose undergrads to alter¬ 
native approaches in 
health care as well. 

Disease management 

With immigration and 
globalization, there’s a 
growing need for profes¬ 
sionals who can tackle 
emerging infectious dis¬ 
eases — think SARS and 
H1N1. Other diseases, like 
TB, are re-emerging and 
providing new challenges 
because they are drug re¬ 
sistant. There’s a demand 
for epidemiologists and 
other professionals who 
can monitor the growth of 
viruses and bacteria, pre¬ 
dict how populations 
might evolve and plan for 
pandemic preparedness. 

Technology 

The fields of engineering 
and computer science will 
also play a role. Imagine a 
world where your “smart 
home” has toilets that auto¬ 
matically analyze urine to 


inform your fridge what 
nutrients you need, or mon¬ 
itors that let you know by 
your heart rate to alter the 
room temperature.

Thinking outside the box 


O By bringing new ideas, Gillis has 
helped take Canucks to Cup final 


From the day Mike Gillis 
was hired as general man¬ 
ager of the Vancouver 
Canucks, he’s done things 
differently. 

The status quo isn’t 
good enough for Gillis. He 
believes just because 
something has worked in 
the past, it doesn’t mean 
it can’t be improved. 

In his three years in 
Vancouver, Gillis has ruf¬ 
fled feathers and his ideas 
have been mocked. But 
with the Canucks prepar¬ 
ing to play the Boston Bru¬ 
ins in the franchise’s first 
Stanley Cup final in 17 
years it’s hard to argue 
with the results. 

“We’ve tried to be as 
scientific in the approach 
of developing and inter¬ 
acting with players as we 
could be,” Gillis said while 
watching a recent Canuck 
practice from the stands 
at Rogers Arena. 

“I have no idea how 
much that has influenced 
the outcome. I think there 
is some influence for 
sure.” 

Gillis talks about the 
plan he devised for the 
Canucks. He won’t give 
specific details of the 
plan, but points at the 
team on the ice as its 
product. 

“We had a plan that we 
stuck to no matter what 
was going on around us, 
no matter what the specu¬ 
lation was around us,” 
Gillis said. 

“We knew we were go¬ 
ing to have a good team. 
We didn’t know if we 
were going to be able to

make us a really good 
team. When those parts 
began to occur, we got 
progressively better.” 

The Stanley Cup final 
begins Wednesday at 
Rogers Arena. Game 2 will 
be Saturday. 

Gillis and his staff have 
managed to work within 
the confines of the NHL 
salary cap to build a 
Canuck team full of skill 
and deep in talent. 

Goaltender Roberto Lu- 
ongo was signed to a 12- 
year, $ 64-million US deal. 
It was a contract that satis¬ 
fied Luongo while count¬ 
ing as a $5.33-million hit 
on the Canuck books each 
year. 

Gillis convinced other 
players like Daniel and 
Henrik Sedin, Alex Bur¬ 
rows and Ryan Kesler to 
re-sign for less money 
than what they might 
have gotten from other 
teams.
